by neighbors who investigated the 
shooting at their home at 1206

Police who took the two to city 
hospital, reported that Vought ad- 
mitted to them that he had fired 
the shots. 

Vought and his wife quarreled 
last Saturday night, he told police, 
when he came home intoxicated. 
As a result of the quarrel, he slept 
on the lawn outside that night and 
the next morning made arrange- 
ments with his employer to sleep 
at the shop where he works at 
5811 Manchester avenue. 

Today, he continued, was’ the 
first time he had been at home 
since. He said he went there to 
persuade his wife to forget their 
quarrel, but she refused. They 
quarreled again he told police and 
he shot her in the chest, then 
turned the pistol on himself. He 
is wounded above the right tem- 
ple. 


HOOVERS TO SPEND WEEKEND

President and Wife Leave for Camp 
Accompanied by Herbert 
Hoover Jr.

WASHINGTON, June 25.—Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Hoover and their 
eldest son, Herbert Hoover Jr., who 
arrived last night from ‘California, 
left the White House shortly after 
noon today, following a sudden de- 
cision by the chief executive to 
spend the week-end at his Rapidan 
fishing camp in the Virginia Moun- 
tains. Plans called for a quiet 
week-end with no guests. 

The President ordered White 
House chefs to pack luncheon bas- 
kets for newspaper correspondents 
who accompany him on his trips. 
The President and his family 
planned to enjoy their. luncheon 
during the drive to the camp. 

Because of the sudden plans, the 
President was not able to greet a 
group of Confederate veterans, pa- 
rading here today, who had hoped 
to visit the White House.

UF RELIEF BONDS 


Mayor Thinks $3,000,000 
or $4,000,000 Should Be 
Sufficient for City’s Pur- 
poses. 


NOLTE FEARS INFLUX 
OF THE DESTITUTE 


Considers Work Provision 
Necessary to Prevent This 
—Tom K. Smith Favors 
Neun’s Idea. 


Relief bond issue proposals were 
regarded by city officials today 
with only lukewarm approval after 
they had taken time to reflect on 
the two plans advanced yesterday. 

Mayor Miller and Comptroller 
Nolte were inclined to favor in 
principle the work-relief suggestion 
of the Republican City Committee, 
but thought the suggested $10,000,- 
000°bond issue too large. On the 
other hand, Tom K. Smith, chair- 
man of Citizens’ Committee on Re- 
lief and Employment, favored the 
plan of Walter J. G. Neun, presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen, who 
proposed a $5,000,0000 bond issue 
for direct relief. 

The work-relief plan was the 
more acceptable to Mayor Miller, 
but he thought $3,000,000 or $4,- 
000,000 in bonds should be suffi- 
cient to carry it out. Comptroller 
Nolte, while not enthusiastic about 
any bond issue for relief, thought 
the work-relief proposal less ob- 
jectionable than the direct relief 
plan. He regarded $10,000,000 as 
too much, but was not prepared to 
say what should be the maximum. 

Too Big, Mayor Thinks. 

“I think the city ought to get 
something for its money,” Mayor 
Miller said, “and for that reason I 
prefer work-relief. I don’t think 
the voters would accept anything 
like $10,000,000, but I think they 
might approve a bond issue 
some sort for work relief.’’ 
Nolte said he fearec an influx of 
destitute persons if St. Louis should 
pass a bond issue for direct relief 
without requirin, those assisted to 
do any work. Nolte and Miller com- 
prise a majority of the Board cf 
Estimate and Apportionment with 
which any bond issue proposal 
submitted to the voters must ori- 
ginate. Neun is the third member. 
The sug.estion of the Republican 
City Committee was formally ap- 
proved by that group yesterday 
after it had been submitted to the 
Board of Estimate by Park Com- 
missioner Pape, chairman, and 
Charles R. Gillespie, treasurer of 
the committee. 
Work-Relief Proposal. 

It contemplates that the money 
shall be spent in a program of pub- 
lic works under the supervision of 
a committee of city officials and 
private citizens. The detailed pro- 
gram of what works should be un- 
dertaken would be left to that com- 
mittee, with the stipulation that all 
work should be done by manual 
labor. 

Neun has asked City Counselor 
Muench to draw up an ordinance 
which would place his proposal be- 
fore the voters in November. A 
two-thirds majority of those voting 
is required to pass any bond issue. 
Neun intends to submit an ordi- 
nance embodying his plan to the 
Board of Estimate and the Board 
of Aldermen next week, 

The $5,000,000, he estimates, 
would enable the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee—which has curtailed relief 
work because of lack of funds— 
to continue in -full operation 
through 1933. To enable the com- 
mittee to resume full operations 
immediately he proposed a_ city 
appropriation of $250,000 in an- 
ticipation of income to be derived 
from pending special tax bills and 
recommended that Gov. Caulfield 
be asked to apply for Federal as- 
sistante. 

Prefers Direct Relief. 

Smith saw no conflict between 
the proposals made by Neun and 
the Republican City Committee. 
Neun’s plan he thought, was neces- 
sary, that of the City Committee a 
desirable addition to it 

“There is no question of the 
value of work-relief,” Smith said. 
“It is more satisfactory than direct 
relif. Because of its therapeutic 
quality, it keeps a man busy and 
occupies hig mind. 

“But it is about five times more 
expensive than direct relief. If the 
city wants to do an outstanding job 
and can pay for the frills work-

Books Show Assets of $1,- 
500,000 and Liabilities of 
Only $1,226,000—Span 
Built for $1,600,000. 


Appointment of a receiver for the 
Capt Girardeau Bridge Co., which 
operates a toll bridge across the 
Mississippi River at Cape Girar- 
deau, is sought in a suit filed yes- 
terday in >ederal Court by Carl 
Rude of Harrisburg, III. 

Rude sues as the holder of $4000 
in first mortgage bonds on which, 
his petition states, interest has not 
been paid for three years. He al- 
leges the company cannot meet its 
obligation, although its books show 
assets of $1,500,000 and liabilities 
of only $1,226,000. 

The bridge, which cost $1,600,- 
000, was completed in September, 
1928, and was dedicated with a 
civic festival in which Sam A. Bak- 
er, then Governor of Missouri, and 
a representative of Gov. Len Small 
of Illinois participated. 

it was financed through the sale 
of $1,000,000 in bonds which were 
to bear 7 per cent interest,. and 
$600,000 in 7 per cent cumulative 
piecferred stock. One share of no 
par value common stock was given 
with each share of preferred stock. 
All of the securities remain out- 
standing. 

Authority to construct the bridge 
was granted to the Cape Girardeau 
Chamber of Commerce by Congress 
in 1926. C. L. Ha -ison, capitalist 
and a guiding spirit in the Cape 
Girardeau Chamber of Commerce, 
became president of the company 
formed to construct and operate 
the bridge. 

The securities issued to finance 
construction were sol? to the pub- 
lic through William 1. Compton & 
Co. and other St. Louis brokerage 
houses. 

The promoters anticipated that 
tolls would provide sufficient rev- 
enue to retire the bonds and pre- 
ferred stock within 15 years and 
proclaimed their intention that ul- 
timately the bridge was to become 
free of tolls. Revenue was suffi- 
cient, however, to pay only the first 
three semi-annual irterest install- 
ments on the bonds. 

The congressional grant under 
which the bridge was constructed 
provided that Missouri or Illinois, 
or any political subdivision of those 
states adjoining the bridge, might 
acquire it at any time through con- 
demnation proceedings. 


CONFEDERATE VETERANS 
MARCH IN WASHINGTON 


U. S. Troops Escort Thinning 
Ranks of Southern Army Down 
Pennsylvania Avenue.

WASHINGTON, June 25.—A 
remnant of the Confederate Army, 
whose objective 70 years ago was 
Washington, paraded today down 
Pennsylvania avenue under escort 
of troops of the United States. 

Old Glory and the Stars and 
Bars floated together from auto- 
mobiles that carried the small 
company of United Confederate 
Veterans past the reviewing stand. 
They were led by their Comman- 
der-in-Chief, Gen. C. A. Desaus- 
sure of Memphis, and were ac- 
companied by many sons and 
daughters of Confederate soldiers. 

Soldiers, sailors and marines 
marched with the aged Southern 
soldiers, and at the reviewing 
stand Secretary Adams acted as 
the representative of President 
Hoover. 

The veterans’ forty-second an- 
nual reunion was adjourned at 
Richmond, Va., yesterday. 

Plans for the day included lay- 
ing of wreaths on the tomb of 
the unknown soldier and at the 
Confederate manument in Arling- 
ton Cemetery. 


22 SPEAKEASIES RAIDED 
ON EVE OF CONVENTION 


One Is Situated Directly Opposite 
Chicago Stadium; 70 Dry Agents 
Busy.

CHICAGO, June 25.—An alleged 
beer flat situated just across the 
street from the stadium, scene of 
next week’s Democratic National 
convention, was one of 22 speak- 
easies raided last night.

OPPOSING CANDIDATES THREATEN 


TO BOLT ROOSEVELT IF HE WINS 
BY KILLING TWO-THIRDS RULE 


WALSH, MONTANA 
JOINS FARLEY IN 
ATTACKING RULE 


“‘T Have Always Been 
Against It,” Roosevelt 
Choice for Permanent 


Chairman Says. 


650 VOTES COUNTED 
ON TO KILL IT 


Campaign Manager Says 
‘Powerful In f | uences’ 
Won’t Prevent Nomina- 
tion of New York Execu- 
tive. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, June 25.—Confidence 


that the Roosevelt forces would 
muster 650 votes to elect Senator 
Walsh of Montana, permanent 


chairman of the Democratic con- 
vention and to abrogate the two- 
thirds rule, was expressed today by 
James A. Farley, leader of the 
New York Governor’s supporters. 
A majority of the convention is 
578 votes. 

Senator Cohen of Georgia, a 
Roosevelt supporter, expressed the 
opinion after a conference with 
Farley, that “the anti-Roosevelt 
people are losing heart.” Cohen 
added the Roosevelt forces were 
gaining confidence and that he 
expected them to win their fight. 
He said the Georgia delegation 
would vote to abrogate the two- 
thirds rule az previously instructed. 

“IT think most of the Illinois del- 
egation will vote for Walsh for 
permanent chairman,” said Vin- 


cent Dahlman, chairman of the ‘del- 


egation. He said an attempt was 
being made to line the delegation 
up with the Roosevelt forces in the 
fight to abrogate the two-thirds 
rule. 

A fight appears in prospect, how- 
ever, before the stand of the Illi- 
nois delegation is determined. 
Michael Igoe, the Illinois member 
of the Resolutions Committee, and 
one of the delegation leaders, said 
he opposed abrogation of the rule. 

DahIlman made his statement 
after he had conferred with Far- 
ley. 

DahIiman ‘said today he had a 
message today from Senator J. 
Hamilton Lewis of Illinois, instruct- 
ing the unconditional release of 
the Illinois delegation from its 
pledges to support him for the 
presidential nomination. 

The message said Lewis could 
not leave Washington before the 
completion by Congress of the 
vending relief program and _  re- 
quested Dahlman to communicate 
to the Illinois delegation his deci- 
sion to release them completely 
from any pledge to support him. It 
added that the Senator would not 
express an opinion as to what the 
delegation should do but Dahliman 
promptly communicated it to the 
Roosevelt organization, under 
whose auspices the message was 
made public. There are 58 votes 
in the Illinois delegation. 

Farley issued a statement saying 
the action would permit’ the 
friends of Roosevelt to vote for 
him and make certain his nomina- 
tion on the first ballot. 

Dahliman said about 25 votes 
from downstate Illinois would go 
for Roosevelt on the first ballot. 
He said he could not say how 
many, if any, additional votes it 
would mean from Cook County and 
other sections of Illinois. 

“IT have been canvassing down- 
state in the interest of Roosevelt's 
candidacy and I had hoped that 
when Lewis released the delega- 
tion after the first ballot, the 30 
downstate votes would go to Roose- 
velt,” he said. “I feel confident 
that at least 24 of thern will.” 

Walsh’s Statement. 

After a conference with Farley, 
Walsh said: “Any time is a good 
time to abrogate the two-thirds 
rule. I have always been against 
it.”” 

Previously, Walsh had declined 
to reveal his attitude on the rule 
at this convention. 

A few minutes later, Farley said 
in a press conference that he was 
confident 650 votes would be cast 
for Walsh for permanent chairman 
and, for abrogation of the two- 
thirds rule. 

“We are absolutely confident 
that more than a majority of the 
delegates to this convention are

KILLED WHEN MOTOR 
EXPLODES IN AIR RACE 


Pilot Taking Part in the Inter- 
national Contests at Niagara 
Falls.

NIAGARA FALLS, N. Y., June 26. 


—QOne flyer was killed at the in- 
ternational air races that opened 
here yesterday. Richard Bennett, 


35-year-old manager of the Bing- 
hamton Airport. plunged earth- 
ward in a burst of flames as he 
was rounding the second pylon in 
a race for small-motored planes. 

Pilots who viewed the wreckage 
said Bennett’s motor had exploded 
in midair. 

Two other pilots experienced 
mishaps while flying to the meet, 
but escaped serious injury. Charles 
Thompson of Baltimore was forced 
into a river near Olean by a down- 
ward current of air. His plane 
was wrecked beyond repair, he 
said. He suffered only a bruised 
leg. His 15-year-old son, Charles 
Jr., flying with him, suffered a 
bruised cheek. Charles W, Brown 
of Baltimore, another passenger, 
escaped injury. 

Addy Halford of Lansing, Mich., 
was forced down near Sandusky, 
O., by a broken rudder cable. Tem- 
porary repairs enabled him to 
reach Erie, Pa., where the repairs 
were completed. 

The race in which Bennett was 
killed was won by J. Thropp of 
Trenton, N. J., Harvey Hughes of 
Lansing, Mich., was second; H. 
Neuman of Moline, Ill., third, and 
L. Musgrave of Grand Rapids, 
Mich., fourth. 


29 INJURED WHEN WOMAN 
DRIVES INTO CROWD AT PARIS 


Wife of Venezuelan Counselor Loses 
Control of Car in Auto 
Display. 

By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, June 25.—Twenty-nine 
persons were injured, nine of them 
seriously, when the ~ automobile 
driven by Senora Cardenas, wife of 
the Counseior of the Venezuelan 
Legation, crashed into a crowd 
here yesterday in the Bois de Bou- 
logne. 

Mme. Joulia and Dr. Pratdumas 
had legs amputated and blood 
transfusions were resorted to today 
in an effort to save their lives. 

Cardenas told the newspaper Le 
Matin his wife first brushed sev- 
eral persons in the crowd which, 
he said, was permitted to advance 
beyond the assigned limits and 
then became unnerved and iost 
control of the car, crashing through 
the throng which was gathered for 
the annual display of fashionable 
cars before the Prix de Drags. 

Senora Cardenas was not ar- 
rested. She is protected by diplo- 
matic immunity. She was reported 
prostrated today. 


BODY THOUGHT 10 BE 
MURDERED SWINDLER'S 


Taken From River and Tenta- 
tively Identified as That 
of Clyde Bailey.

GREENVILLE, Miss., June 25.— 


The body thought to be that of 
Clyde Bailey, murdered near St. 
Louis June 16, was taken from the 
Mississippi River late yesterday 
near Luna, Ark., about 20 miles 


north of here. 

Orville Turley, Bailey’s partner 
in wire-tapping swindies, is held in 
Detroit where he has confessed that 
he killed Bailey in a quarrel over 
the division of the money obtained 
in their frauds. 

Turley, convicted murderer who 
escaped from the penitentiary at 
Canon City, Colo., five years ago, 
said he shot Bailey somewhere in 
Illinois while they were driving to 
St. Louis from Columbus, O., and 
that he dropped the body into the 
Mississippi River from the Free 
Bridge. 

The body taken from the river 
at Luna was that of a man about 
40 years old. There was a bullet 
wound over the left eye. Thin hair 
and facial characteristics tallied 
with the descriptign of Bailey, ac- 
cording to Chief of Police Taggart 
of Greenville. 

The body was turned over to 
county authorities at Lake Village, 
Ark. today and Chief Taggart tele- 
graphed word of its finding to De- 
troit. 

Turley, arrested in St. Louis June 
17, the day after he says he killed 
Bailey, was returned to Detroit to 
answer charges of obtaining money 
by false pretenses. He had given 


the name Leonard Hagcy when ar- 


rested in St. Louis, but fingerprints 
forwarded to the National Bureau 
of Identification established his 
identity as Turley.

Shouse said it would be poasibie, 
if the two-thirds rule were wiped 
out and the unit law were not, for 
28 per cent of the delegates to nom- 
inate the Democratic candidate for 
President.

1912.

ROBBERS, STOPPED 
FOR SPEED, ESCAPE 
FROM POLICEMAN 


Officer Learns After Futile 
Chase That They Were 
Men Who Seized $677 in 
Front of Bank. 


A traffic policeman on the look- 
out for speeders on North Broad- 
way yesterday afternoon stopped an 
automobile occupied by two rob- 
bers and their abductcd victim, ° ‘1t 
was unaware of the crime and 


could not prevent the robbers’ es- 
cape. 

The victim was Nicholas Meyer, 
an employe of the Post-Dispatch 
auxiliary plant, 4336 Duncan ave- 
nue, who had been to the Chouteau 
Trust Co., 4030 Chouteau avenue, 
to cash payroll checks amounting 
to $677 for his fellow employes.

INQUEST IN CHILD'S DEATH 
' OF POISONING CONTINUED 


Coroner Seeks to Learn Whether 
Dolan Whitson, 5, Ate Cabbage 
Sprayed With Arsenic. 

The inquest today into the death 
of Dolan Whitson, 5 years’ old, 
who died May 31 of arsenic poi- 
soning, a week before the death 
from the same cause of his 4-year- 
old sister, Mary, was continued un- 
til Monday to permit investigation 
of the possibility that the children 
might have eaten cabbage sprayed 
with an insecticide containing ar- 
senic. 

Coroner Dever received word 
from United States food inspectors 
that two carloads of cabbage whose 
outer leaves contained the poison- 
ous residue had been confiscated re- 
cently. He thinks other shipments 
may have found their way to stores 
in the neighborhood of the Whit- 
son home, 1215 Missouri avenue. 

Mr. and Mrs. John Whitson, who 
now reside in Overland, testified 
both children had eaten cabbage a 
short time before they became ill. 
Detective-Lieutenant Coakley re. 
ported that his investigation to de- 
termine the source of the poison 
had been unsuccessful thus far.

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ULTRA-VIOLET RAYS 
FROM HUMAN BODY 
KILL YEAST CELLS 


In One Successful Experiment, 
Woman Merely Looks at 
Particles. 


By the Associated Press. 
SYRACUSE, N. Y., June 25.—A 


woman killed yeast cells simply by 
looking at them at Cornell Univer- 


sity five days ago. This discovery, 
found to be due to an ordinarily 
harmless form of ultra-violet rays 
given off by human bodies, was re- 
ported yesterday to the American 
Association for the Advancement 
of Science. 

The experiment was described by 
Dr. Otto Rahn of the Cornell bac- 
teriology department. The yeast 
cells—each a tiny particle—were 
laid on a glass slide. The woman 
placed her eye close, as in looking 
through a microscope. The cells 
died in a few minutes. 

For several years scientists have 
been reporting various discoveries 


that living things produce  ultra- 
violet rays. The finger tip rays of 
several persons at Cornell killed 


yeast readily. Through quartz 
placed above the cells, the killing 
required about 15 minutes: with- 
out it, two to five minutes. The 
quartz helped to show that  ultra- 
violet was the cause. Yeast pro- 
tected by ordinary glass, which is 
impervious to ultra-violet, was un- 
harmed. After the finger, the tip 
of the nose was discovered to be a 
fine ultra-violet ‘“tube.’’ Then 
came the eye. 

The human rays are not always 
harmful. From some persons they 
are beneficial to tiny plants. 


ACTS TO PREVENT BANKS’ USE 
OF DRAFTS TO BEAT CHECK TAX 


Clearing House Association Passes 
Resolution Forbidding Members 
to Clear Them. 

A resolution has been adopted 
by the St. Louis Clearing House 
Association, forbidding member 
banks to clear drafts drawn on 
companies or individuals not al- 
ready listed for this service, until 
Aug. 1. The object is to prevent 
the widespread tse of drafts to 
avoid payment of the 2-cent tax on 
checks which became effective last 
Tuesday. 

Bankers understand that drafts 
are not subject to the tax. Rail- 
roads and some other large com- 
panies have used the system of 
drafts a long time. This arrange- 
ment consists of issuing orders for 
payment on the treasurer of the 
corporation, which are handled 
like checks in the banks. The com- 
pany makes them good at the close 
of the day, week or month by is- 
suing a single check to cover them. 

The Clearing House resolution 
said that member banks had re- 
ceived inquiries from _ business 
houses about starting the use of 
drafts to pay salaries, dividends 
and other items. It declared the 
desirability of awaiting clarifica- 
tion of the law as to exemption of 
drafts from the tax. Collector of 
Internal Revenue Becker is seeking 
an official ruling on this subject. 
The resolution said that general 
use of drafts would “upset the 
present expeditious and economical 
method of clearing checks through 


ithe Fedeal Reserve System and will 


add a great burden upon the 


banks.”’

A. H. Handlan, president of the 
Handlan-Buck Manufacturing Co., 
and his brother, Edwurd R., vice- 


president, drew more than $183,000 
in bonus and expense money, 
charged to profit and loss of the 
business, during 10 years, accord- 
ing to testimony given yesterday in 
the receivership suit against the 
company in Circuit Judge Nortoni’s 
court.

Anthony E. Good, an accountant, 
who made an audit of the firm, 
which manufactures railroad sup- 
plies, gave figures to show that 
profits were made in 1922, 1923, 
and 1926-29 inclusive, and losses 
incurred in 1924, 1925, 1930 and 
1931. 

The audit covered a period from 
1922 to 1931 inclusive. The larg- 
est year’s profit was $78,106 in 
1923 and the highest loss was $60,- 


727 in 1931. The estimated loss to 
date in 1932 was $22,875, Good 
said. 


How Money Was Drawn. 

A. H. Handlan drew a total of 
$100,729 in bonuses and expense 
money and his brother $82,342, 
curing the 10-year period. Of this 
amount, A. H. Handlan drew $46,- 
700 in bonuses, $37,148 in personal 
expenses, $7418 in traveling ex- 
penses and $4940 in general ex- 
penses.

COLLECTOR SSUES | 
IST OF STAMP TAXES 


Recorder May Refuse to Accept 
Documents Not Bearing 
Proper Stickers. 


A list of the new stamp taxes 
imposed by the Federal Govern- 
ment was issued here yesterday by 
Collector of Internal Revenue 
Becker. 

Stamps must be placed on docu- 
ments as follows: 

Issues of bonds or capital stock, 
10 cents per $100 par value, docu- 
mentary stamps to be used. 

Stock transfers, 4 cents per $100 
par value, or 4 cents per share no 
par value. In case the selling 
price, if any, is $20 or more per 
share, the above rate shal] be 5 
cents instead of 4 cents, Stock 
transfer stamps are to be used. 

Bond transfers, 4 cents per $109 
par value, documentary stamps to 
be used. 

Sales of produce for future de- 
livery, 5 cents per $100 value of 
contract. Future delivery stamps 
to be used. 

Real estate conveyances, 59 
cents if the value of the property 
conveyed exceeds $100 but does not 
exceed $500, and 50 cents on each 
additional $500 or fraction thereof, 
documentary stamps to be used. 

Becker pointed out the law does 
not require stamps on promissory 
notes. Deeds of trust given to se- 
cure a debt are not taxable. In 
the taxing of any conveyance of' 
property, any lien or encumbrance 
on the property may be deducted 
from the taxable value. 

A recorder may refuse to accept 
taxable documents for recording if 
they do not bear the necessary, 
stamps, Becker said. Recorders, 
however, may obtain stamps from 
the internal revenue collector of) 
their district for convenience of 
residents of their counties.

Henry George’s Remedy. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HILE the balancing of the Federal 

budget is bound to steady the situa- 
tion somewhat, we must remember that 
the greatly increased taxes now to be 
imposed will aggravate instead of relieve 
the depression, with its widespread un- 
employment. It is now in order to go to 
the root of the matter and to remove the 
causes which have brought about the 
present unfortunate situation. These 
troubles are primarily due to a bad sys- 
tem of taxation. 

We have foolishly placed a tariff wall 
around the United States which inter- 
Yeres enormously with that great source 
of prosperity, commerce. Just as trade 
between individuals in St. Louis enriches 
both parties, so it is exactly the same 
when Americans ship their excess prod- 
ucts abroad and receive in return the ex- 
cess products of other countries. 

If we examine one by one the various 
taxes now imposed upon us, all the way 
from the income tax to the occupation 
taxes and city license taxes, we find that 
they are every one of them instrumental 
in the discouragement of capital and 
labor, business and prosperity. They 
should every one of them be repealed. 
This can be done by concentrating all 
taxes upon that source of revenue which 
is provided under natural law for the 
necessities of government, economic rent. 

By a single tax upon site values, to the 
exclusion of all other taxes, prosperity 
will be invited to return. By no other 
radical plan can the desired result be se- 
cured. The same ethical rules of con- 
duct that prevail among men must dom- 
inate our national and local systems of 
taxation. This principle was well stated 
by Henry George in the following words: 
“Unless its foundations be laid in jus- 
tice, the social structure cannot stand.”

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THE TWO-THIRDS RULE. 

The council of Roosevelt leaders at Chicago has, in 
our opinion, made a tactical mistake in deciding to 
attack the two-thirds rule. 

This rule is almost a century old. It is accounted 
a party tradition, though it has no fundamental qual- 
ity and, apart from its age, has no claim upon esteem. 
It was first invoked 100 years ago, in connection with 
the vice-presidency, and for a strictly personal purpose. 
Andrew Jackson was determined to defeat Calhoun 


‘land nominate Van Buren for second place, and did 


it by the device of the two-thirds rule. In the next 
convention it applied to the presidential nominee. 
Whether it was in effect in the 1840 convention, 
which nominated Van Buren, is not exactly clear, but 
it has been operative ever since. 

It is an excessive condition, of course, yet in its 
long history only two candidates who obtained a ma- 
jority of the convention vote have failed to win the 
nomination—Van Buren in 1844 and Champ Clark in 
1912. 

The rule often makes for prolonged, soul-wearying, 
acrimonious conventions. The classic instance of re- 
cent times was the Madison Square battle of 1924. By 
all the unwritten laws of warfare, the choice on that 
occasion lay between McAdoo and Smith, neither of 
whom, however, was able to muster a majority. Mc- 
Adoo’s top total fell 20 short of a majority and 
Smith’s 182. But if the majority rule had been in 
force, it is likely McAdoo’s managers could have nego- 
tiated the necessary ballots. Finally, in the murky 
twilight of the Waterloo, John W. Davis emerged the 
victor. How empty the honor was was recorded in 
the November rout. 

It is true that a Democratic national convention 
makes its own rules. The Rules Committee at Chica- 
go, therefore, will be wholly within its conventional 
and party rights to abrogate the two-thirds require- 
ment and establish the simple majority rule, and, if 
the convention as a body adopts the committee’s re- 
port, the thing will be done. Yet, if such a report is 
made at Chicago next week, and contested on the con- 
vention floor—well, as Henry of Navarre would di- 
agnose it, “Never saw I promise yet of such a bloody 
fray.” It will be death and devastation. And if 
the assault succeeds and the old two-thirds citadel 
falls and Gov. Roosevelt be nominated by a majority, 
he will have taken on a terrible cargo of enmities, 
dissensions, woes and lamentation. 

For, though each convention makes its own rules, 
the two-thirds rule is not only party custom, but is 
eccepted as a provision of the party code. It is, so 
to speak, one of the rules of the game, and good 
sportsmanship would seem to demand that the game 
be played, and won or lost, according to the rules. 
If the two-thirds rule ought to be abolished, the hap- 
pier way to do it, it seems to us, is for a rules com- 
mittee to recommend its abrogation by the next con- 
vention. That, to be sure, would be only a recom- 
mendation, but, in the present instance, it would be 
a sporting gesture by Gov. Roosevelt. It would ab- 
solve him of any design to amend the rules to serve 
his ambition.

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THE DEMOCRATIC SENATORIAL RACE. 

Of the four principal candidates for the Democratic 
senatorial nomination, Col. Bennett C. Clark seems 
to be making the greatest popular appeal, though his 
lack of powerful organization support weakens his 
chances of victory. Clark, the son of Champ Clark, 
is making a campaign remarkable for frankness and 
intelligence. He has junked the old custom in Mis- 
souri of being wet in the cities‘and dry in the coun- 
try. He is for repeal, regardless of where his speeches 
are made. His economic program, including advocacy 
of the shorter work week and other forward-looking 
proposals, is making him many friends. 

Clark entered the race under the assumption that 
he would have the support of ex-Senator Reed, but 
when Charles M. Howell of Kansas City filed for the 
office, Reed decided to remain neutral. Howell is the 
candidate of the Pendergast machine, which threat- 
ens, unless the voters are awake to the danger, to 
dominate Missouri politically. But for Pendergast 
support, Howell could hardly aspire to the nomina- 
tion. There is nothing in his record to recommend 
him for the Senate; rather, his activities as an insur- 
ance lobbyist disqualify him. 

Charles M. Hay, defeated in the 1928 Senate race, 
expects to profit by the division of the wet vote 
among Clark, Howell and Byrnes. Mr. Hay, a life- 
long dry, has modified his position, it is true, and 
has come out in favor of resubmission. But his heart 
is still with prohibition, and he is the hope of the 
drys. On subjects other than prohibition, Mr. Hay’s 
views are liberal. : . 

Mr. Byrnes has far less chance of victory than the 
three others, and his presence in the race will proba- 
bly result in merely drawing votes that would other- 
wise go to Clark. Missouri already has one Senator 
from Kansas City, and his career has been notable 
for his slavish adherence to the Republican programm. 
Senator Hawes’ successor should be a St. Louisan, but 
that is a secondary consideration to the boss issue 
which Howell represents. It will simplify the voter’s 
choice if he realizes the danger the Kansas Cityan’s 
candidacy implies. 
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MR. JUSTICE FRANKFURTER. 

There is only commendation for Gov. Ely for ap- 
pointing Prof. Felix Frankfurter of the Harvard Law 
School to the Massachusetts Supreme Court. Born in 
Vienna 50 years ago and brought to the United States 
when 16, this scholar in the law is known today as 
a searching student of legal problems and the sup- 
porter of a legion of good causes. Fast friend of 
Holmes, Brandeis and Cardozo, he is one with them 
in expounding the need for the law conceived as 
constantly changing through experience to meet the 
changing requirements of peoples and times. Proof 
of his steadfast sense of justice was his brilliant 
fight for a new trial for Sacco and Vansetti during 
the flaming days when the head of his university 
was reporting that the halting processes of the courts 
had been adequate.

This year, they amount 
to $110,000, based on a $2,000,000 valuation, repre- 
senting an increase of 100 per cent over the previous 
year. St. Clair County officials defended the increase 
on the ground that, under the agreement with the 
Terminal, the Municipal Bridge is now being put 
to commercial use and should pay accordingly. St. 
Louis officials, on the other hand, insist the bridge 
is as much of an asset to the East Side as it is to this 
city and, since its construction and maintenance costs 
have come out of St. Louis taxpayers’ pockets exclu- 
sively, St. Clair County should at least remit taxes. 

If a new bridge is to be built, as suggested, any 
time in the next decade, the feeling of hostility en- 
gendered by the unfairness of St. Clair County, un- 
less corrected, will operate to alienate St. Louis sup 
port. That would be unfortunate, because such a 
bridge would have valuable uses. It would make it 
possible for a region, rapidly increastng in popula- 
tion and business, to reach the St. Louis business dis- 
trict. It would better tie together the east and west 
sides of the river, in reality one community. 

Eventually, we suppose, all of the bridges across 
the Mississippi will be acquired by the public and 
made free of tolls—the McKinley Bridge leading to 
Granite City, the Lewis and Clark bridges to Alton 
and the Chain of Rocks Bridge to Mitchell. The 
last-named is now in receivership and could probably 
be acquired cheaply, but its location makes it of less 
desirability than the others. Its chief value is in 
providing a more direct route to Chicago and, as pop 
ulation increases on the Illinois side, it may become 
feasible to acquire it in the manner the St. Charles 
Bridge was made free. 

The present economic situation should not blind us 
to the need of looking forward to the requirements 
of the St. Louis region, and the Illinois delegation to 
Springfield deserves credit for its progressiveness. 
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IN CHICAGO.

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THE 1932 GOLD RUSH. 
The tread of the prospector’s burro and the swish 
of water in the miner’s pan again are heard in gold- 
yielding regions long abandoned as unprofitable. The 
depression has sent thousands of men and women, 
skilled and inexperienced, to win from nature the 
livelihood that man-made maladjustments deny them. 
In a world of declining markets, they are certain of a 
good price for their treasure—if they find it. And if 
the glittering grains found in the pan or sluice-box 
in a day’s toil are worth only 60 cents or a dollar, 
it is at least a modest living, earned by their own 
efforts. 
Forwarding this expedient of the unemployed, | 
many states are encouraging and even training the 
gold seekers. Placer-mining schools have been opened 
in a score of Colorado cities, and thousands of grad- 
uates now echo the prospector’s traditional cry, 
“Thar’s gold in them thar hills.” Hundreds of Wash- 
ington School of Mines students have joined the 
hunt. In other Western states, as well as in Mary- 
land, Georgia, Michigan and North Carolina, the min- 
jature gold rush is on. Fields that did not pay for 
extraction in prosperous days now hold the lure 
of modest “pay dirt” for the unemployed. 
Everywhere the jobless are driven to new activi- 
ties. The initiative that sends them into the West. 
ern hills is the same that, in the cities, has placed 
venders on downtown corners and filled the residence 
areas with canvassers.

$0 per cent of their product must be sold 
outside of the United States. Of course, we 
do not export 90 per cent of all American 
cotton, but normally about 60 per cent of 
that must be exported. To use a popular 
phrase, it “burns us up” when we hear gen- 
tlemen declaring that we export only 10 per 
cent of our production, and that the reces- 
sion in foreign trade has not disturbed our 
business to anything like the extent that 
people believe, or that, as the President has 
said more than once, we can achieve a 
great measure of recovery independent of 
the rest of the world. We know better than 
that in Texas; that is, some of us do. 

We have been hit very hard by this situa- 
tion, and we can see no recovery independ- 
ent of the rest of the world. 

We are facing some very definite prob- 
lems in the matter of cotton, and it is not 
merely &n industry that is involved; it is 
practically a people. There are 6,000,000 
people, at least, in the South, who depend 
entirely on cotton for a livelihood. I mean 
they produce cotton. There are at least 
6,000,000 more whose purchasing power is 
practically determined by it. That, although 
it is very difficult to make Eastern indus- 
trialists understand it, is a very big factor 
in the economic set-up of the United States, 
and you cannot disturb it without disturbing 
at the samie time the economic situation of 
the United States, 

We are facing the proposition as to wheth- 
er it is possible to continue our foreign 
trade in the light of difficulties that are in 
our way today. That is a very big question 
to us. There are sOme advocates in this 
country of a policy of self-sufficiency. Un- 
til very recently it was the expressed policy 
of the administration; it may still be. But 
self-sufficiency to the cotton-growing indus- 
try means to cut its production in- half. 
When you have a commodity being produced 
by 6,000,000 people in little units, that 
means creating an enormous unemployment 
problem because you cannot over night take

ward what is known as an unfavorable trade 
balance, which is a very misleading term.

Saving the Roadside

T IS the affair of the English Roads 

Beautifying Association to plant flowers 
and shrubbery where their presence will 
make the way pleasant for appreciative 
passers-by, to help keep outdoor advertis- 
ing within bounds, and to impress upon pic- 
nickers that it is not fair to others either 
to leave the litter of their festivity behind or 
to pick and carry away the decorative flow- 
ers. i" 

There are now in the United States many 
organizations similar in purpose to the En- 
glish Roads Beautifying Association. 8 
a starter, for instance, there is the American 
Nature Association, to whose headquarters 
in Washington come reports of what is be- 
ing done in different parts of the country 
for the protection and beautification of 
roadsides. In Arkansas some 15,00 farm 
families are enrolled in a movement 
clean, plant and beautify the countryside, 
and in North Carolina a State Beautifie 
tion Committee has started a 10-year plan to 
protect and enhance the-natural charm of 
the traveled ways. 

In Western Massachusetts a campaign is 
in progress from which it is. expected that 
that part of the State “will be the garden 
spot that its natural scenery warrants lls 
being.” In Minnesota the Highway Comm’ 
sion has started a definite plan of beautifl- 
cation. In Illinois the State has just bees 
surveyed as a preliminary step for like pro 
tection and enhancement of the roadsides. 

In Connecticut some 42,000 trees were 
planted in 1931, and this work is 50/08 
forward in a systematic program of beaut 
fication. In Michigan several organizations 
are devoting time and intelligent effort to 
ward the establishment of roadside beauty. 
In fact, there is indicated a nation-wide and 
progressive movement to bring back thé 
charm of the American roadside. 7

roadsides needed no protection against the 
abuse of advertising display, the network of 
traveled roads has increased almost as if bY @ 
magic.

FRANCE CONSIDERS 
HOOVER ARMS GUT 
PLAN SERIOUSLY’ 


Premier Herriott Discusses 
President’s Proposal Fol- 
lowing Meeting of Cabi- 


net.

PARIS, June 25.—President 
Hoover's proposal for a one-third 
cut in the world’s armaments will 
be considered “in the most serious 
spirit” by the nations conferring at 
Geneva, Premier Herriot siad today 
after a meeting of the Cabinet. 

“Anything which comes from 
President Hoover has a claim to 
thorough consideration,” he _ said, 
“T have read and reread this mes- 
sage of his and I will read it many 
times again. 

“In it there are certain clauses 
which were inserted out of regard 
for France, notably a passage con- 
cerning fortifications. Perhaps the 
thrength of 100,000 men which the 
President attributed to the German 
army is not exact, but the figure 
may have been a cable error.” 

Herriot’s Criticism. 

The Premier criticised the Presi- 
dent’s omission of any provision for 
a possible coalition of forces. 


“The message attributes certain; 


effectives to nations A, B and C, 
but what would happen if A and 
B should join against C? You see, 
it is not enough to attribute a giv- 
en force to each nation; we must 
forestall additions to these forces.” 

He said he did not regard the 
Hoover proposals as hostile to 
France. 

“The United States has made a 
great effort to understand the 
French viewpoint,” he said, adding 
that one thing that pleased him 
was that the President set no limit 
on defensive organizations. 

“However, as the thing stands 
now it is too simple. It does not 
take into account the war poten- 
tialities of certain nations. Give me 
o choice between one company of 
infantry and a munitions factory, 
and I'll take the factory. 

“My feeling is that we have got 
to establish an international organ- 
ization of security.”

LAUSANNE, June 25. — The 
opinion was expressed in*informed 
quarters here today that fight for 
cancellation of reparations pay- 
ments was weakening and perhaps 
lost. 

Foreign Migister Dino Grandi of 
Italy restated the Italian position 
in a memorandum intended for 
Prime Minister Ramsay MacDon- 
ald of Great Britain.

Sovereign Agrees to Head 
Constitutional Monarchy 
and Acceptance Is Enthu- 
siastically Received. -

WASHINGTON, June 25.—Ken- 
nett Potter, American Charge 


d'affaires at Bangkok, Siam, cabled’ 


the State Department today that the 
King had accepted the terms of the 
provisional Government under 
which he will head a constitutional 
monarchy and that the acceptance 
was enthusiastically received by the 
public. 

The announcement that the 
King would continue on the throne 
under a Constitution created little 
surprise among State Department 
officials, as his personal popularity 
with the Siamese people has been 
indicated by all recent reports. 
By the Associated Prese. 

PARIS, June 25.—The_ chief 
cause of the revolt at Bangkok, 
Siam, which overthrew the abso- 
lute rule of King Prajadhipok and 
Queen Rambai yesterday was eco- 
nomic distress, reports reaching 
here say. 

The King has been powerless to 
cope with the economic crisis, the 
Havas News Agency says, and he 
destroyed his almost divine pres- 
tige by alternating between dic- 
tatorial and dilatory methods and 
by consulting his subjects. 

The report says there also were 
rumors of court extravagance and 
maladministration of public funds 
recently. When the last budget 
failed to balance, it is said, it was 
necessary to resort to increased 
taxation and then to drastic econ- 
omies, which proved the last straw. 

The newspaper Le Matin learns 
that several army functionaries 
were dismissed by the King last 
week as a result of the econoniy 
drive. 

The King recently convoked a 
meeting of officers of the army in 
an attempt to justify the drastic 
cuts, and the fact that he failed 
to placate the officers was credited 
with being the reason for tiie revo- 
lutionary conspiracy. A People’s 
party was organized to carry out 
the movement, information reach- 
ing here indicates. 

The financial situation has been 
so desperate recently, the Havas 
agency says, that Sir Edward Cook, 
who has been acting as financial 
adviser to the King, notified the 
monarch he considered his pres- 
ence in Bangkok no longer neces- 
sary and that it would be useless 
to replace him with another expert. 

The Siamese legation here said 
today the inability of the peasants 
to sell rice and rubber was the 
chief cause of the economic crisis 
which led to the revolution. Fur- 
thermore, a grave export situation 
was caused by a drastic reduction 
of Chinese and Japanese imports 
of Siamese rice. A sliding scale 
salary reduction for Government 
employes, put into effect six 
months ago, was 4 contributing 
cause to the unrest. The legation. 
officials said they had received no 
official word from the capital since 
the revolt began yesterday. 


Says Siamese King Is Most Popular 
Ruler in World. 

VICHY, France, June 25.—Dav- 
id E. Kaufman, United States Min- 
ister to Siam, expressed astonish- 
ment yesterday when he heard 
about the Siamese revolution. 

“King Prajadhipok is the most 
popular ruler in the world,” he 
said. ‘““When he returned from his 
visit to America he was received 
by a crowd of 50,000 persons who 
displayed the. utmost enthusiasm.” 
Kaufman is on his way to 
America for his vacation. He is 
taking the cure here and is booked 
to sail for home early in July.

St. Louis now has greater areas 
of blighted property than ever be- 
fore, Harland Bartholomew, engi- 
neer of the City Plan Commission, 
told the Federation of Improve- 
ment Association at Hotel Jeffer- 
son yesterday. 

Cessation of construction in the 
war period, followed by the street 
widening program, eliminated 
much of the old blighted district, 
he said. The causes for its in- 
crease in recent years the speaker 
gave ag follows: “Excessive spread 
of the city, excessive speculation 
and exploitation of property for 
commercial and multiple dwelling 
purposes, and lack of an official 
comprehensive city plan whereby 
growth might be directed into chan- 
nels of orderliness, high social 
standards and sound economic 
values.” 

Bartholomew advocated the of- 
ficial adoption of the city plan, as- 
suring continuity of development, 
to cure the evil of blighted sections 
and other community ills. Such a 
plan, he gaid, “will gradually stim- 
ulate more and more sound growth 
and encourage the greatest eco- 
nomic returng over a long period 
of time.” He continued: 


A Case in Point. 

“No better illustration of this 
could be had than to consider the 
older areas of the city, east of 
Grand boulevard and between 8t. 
Louis avenue and Russell boulevard. 
There has been very little building 
of any kind in many years in this 
area. Who is going to build there? 
Would you build if you owned one 
of these properties? What would 
you build? Home ownership has 
gradually disappeared. The areas 
are presumably logically suited for 
industrial and commercial pur- 
poses, and have been for a iong 
time, but no one builds. 

“Why? That the area is logically 
industrial or commercial is an er- 
roneous assumption. Actually only 
part of it can ever be so developed. 
But very few there are who know 
this or will admit it. The few parts 
of ths area that are zoned for resi- 
dential purposeg are continuously 
subject to further breakdown, as 
instanced by the recent Nicholson 


Board of Aldermen yesterday by 
Alderman Waldman. It would 
charge $25 annually a store for all 
stores except the fir:t in a chain. 
Waldman said he understood the 
chain systems would be willing to 
pay this tax, with the idea of sup- 
plying < nés for pubuc relief. 

The present tax, passed June 3 
and applicable beginning next Fri- 
day, is $25 a unit for chains of two 
to five stores and increases to a 
maximum of $260 2 unit for stores 
exceeding 25 in ac..ain. The Kro- 
ger Grocery and Baking Co. plans 
to file suit next week to enjoin the 
city from collecting this tax, on the 
ground it is confiscatory and dis- 
criminatory. The effect of such a 
suit would be to prevent collection 
of the tax. The Aldermen had 
passed this law at the request of 
independent merchants, who are 
opposed to the existence of chains. 

Two bills designed to prevent 
prolonged contests of iut-man phys- 
ical endurance, referring parti¢u- 
larly to “walkathons,” three of 
which are going on now, were in- 
troduced in the board yesterday. 
One, by Alderman Eilers, would 
charge such events the prohibitive 
tax of $500 a day. The other, by 
Alderman “~"aldman, would bar the 
contests outright. Each bill calls 
for a fine of $25 to 3500 for each 
day of violation. 

A bill to change the zoning of 
the southside of Lafayette avenue 
between Eighteenth street and Jef- 
ferson avenue from a multiple 
dwelling district to a commercial 
district was introduced by Alder- 
man Reinhardt, It was requested 
by the owner of the southwest cor- 
ner of Lafayette avenue and Nich- 
olson place, which is included in 
this section. The Lafayette-Nich- 
olson corner was involved in a re- 
cent spot zoning controversy. 


“Here is a very large area logic- 
ally suited for close-in, low-cost 
housing. Its present condition is 
not conducive to its most logical 
use, however, since buildings are 
largely obsolete and ill-adjusted in 
cesign or in modern conveniences 
— attracting large numbers of ten- 
ants. 

“The area is losing population 
steadily and probably will continue 
to lose until much of the area actu- 
ally faces economic collapse. Only 
by the adoption of an official city 
plan defining the most logical ma- 
jor characteristics of the district 
followed by more intensive local 
community planning can the area 
ever be rehabilitated. 

“Uniess we do something of this 
character, these vast blighted areas 
of the older residence property will 
become an increasing burden to the 
city as well as to the holders of the 
individual properties. The indi- 
vidual owners will find it increas- 
ingly difficult to pay taxes and the 
municipality will find that its cost 
for providing services within this 
area is greater than the taxes re- 
ceived. If we merely sit idly by 
ar4@ wait for something to happen, 
we will probably follow the course 
of the older cities of Europe and 
eventually have to undertake mu- 
nicipal housing projects in areas 
such as this in order to eliminate 
slum conditions and to raise the 
social standards, 

Opposes City Subsidies. 

“This involves a further demand 
upon the public treasury and a fur- 
ther increase in the general tax 
burden. American cities should 
solve their housing problems with- 
out r-unicipal subsidies. With a 
comprehensive city plan and with 
careful community planning in va- 
rious local areas, we can save much 
existing property value, prevent

The Assassination of Alexander Il—How His 
Successor Rebuked the Kaiser and Defied 


~ British Government: 


_ CHAPTER SIX. 

O say that we lived in a be- 
T sieged fortress would be using a 

very poor simile. During the 
war one knows one’s friends and 
enemies. We never did. The but- 
ler serving morning coffee might 
have been in the employ of the 
nihilists for all we knew. Ever 
since the November explosion a4 
janitor coming to clean the fire- 
place was a potential bearer of an 
infernal machine. 

The tremendous territory occu- 

pied by St. Petersburg made it im- 
possible for the police to guaran-~- 
tee the safety of the members of 
the imperial family outside the 
walls of their palaces. The Grand 
Dukes begged the Emperor to 
transfer his residence to a much 
smaller palace situated in the well- 
protected suburban village of Gat- 
chino, but the easy-going Alexan- 
der II had fully inherited the per- 
sonal courage of his stern father, 
Nicholas I; he refused to leave the 
capital and he would not agree to 
change the itinerary of his daily 
drives. He insisted on following the 
usual routine, which included his 
walks in the public park and the 
Sunday review of the troops of the 
Guard. Nothing made our mother 
more nervous than the fact that 
our father was obliged to escort 
the Czar to this weekly parade. Ie 
laughed at her fears, pointing out 
that the loyalty of the army could 
not be questioned, but her unerr- 
ing female instinct was stronger 
than logic. 
“T am not afraid of the officers 
or the soldiers,” she used to say, 
“but I have mo faith in the tocal 
police, particularly on a Sunday. 
It is a long drive to the parade hall 
and every nihilist in town can see 
you passing through the streets. In 
any event, I will not permit you 
to risk the lives of the children. 
They shall stay at home from now 
on.” 

And so it happened that on Sun- 
day, March 1, 1881, my father went 
to the parade at half past one as 
usual, while we boys decided to 
go skating in company with Nicky 
and his mother. We were to fetch 
them at the Winter Palace shortly 
after three. 

At 3 o’clock sharp we heard the 
sound of a strong explosion. 

“THat was a bomb all right,” 
said my brother George, “no mis- 
take about that sound.” 

At this moment a still stronger 
explosion shattered the windows 
in our room. We made for the 


street, but our military tutor 
held us - back. Just then a 
servant rushed in, all out of 


breath. “The Emperor has been 
killed,” he screamed, “and your 
father too. Their bodies are being 
taken to the Winter Palace.” 


OTHER heard his words and 

ran out of her apartmeni. We 

took her to the waiting car- 
riage and started a mad race to- 
ward the Winter Palace, passing on 
Our way the Preobrajensky Regi- 
ment of the Guard quick-stepping 
in the same direction with fixed 
bayonets. 

Thousands of people were al- 
ready surrounding the palace. The 
women cried hysterically. We en- 
tered by the side door. There was 
no need to ask questions: large 
drops of black blood showed us the 
way up the marble steps of the 
Stairs and then along a corridor 
into the study of the Emperor. Our 
father stood at the door giving or- 
ders to a group of officials. He 
had to lift mother in his arms. 
She had fainted on seeing him 
alive. 

The Emperor lay on the couch 
near the desk. He was unconscious. 
Three doctors were fussing around, 
but science was obviously helpless. 
It was a question of minutes. He 
presented a terrific sight, his right 
leg torn off, his left leg shattered, 
innumberable wounds all over his 
head and face. One eye was shut, 
the other expressionless. 

Every instant members of the 
imperial family came in. The room 
was packed. I clung to the arm of 
Nicky, deathly pale in his blue sai- 
lor’s suit. His mother, stunned by 
the catastrophe, was still holding 
a@ pair of skates in her trembling 
hands. I recognized the heir ap- 
parent by his broad shoulders; he 
was looking out of the window. 

Princess Yourievskaya burst in 
half dressed. Something or per- 
haps some overzealous guard had 
detained her. She fell flat on the 
couch over the body of the Czar, 
kissing his hands and screaming: 
“Sasha, Sasha!" It was unbear- 
able. The Grand Duchess began to 
BOb aloud. 

_ The agony lasted 45 minutes. 
Not a detail of this scene could 
ever be forgotten by those who 
witnessed it. I am the only one 
left, all the others are dead, nine 
having been shot by the Bolsheviks 
37 years later.

A 
confirmed believer in the policies 
dictated by healthy nationa) ego- 
tism, a thorough disciplinarian and 
a thinker of profound skepticism, 
he brought to the throne a com- 
plete freedom from all illusions. He

the imperial court sufficiently long 
to acquire contempt for his father’s 
collaborators, while his knowledge 
of the rulers of contemporary Eu- 
rope gave birth to his well-moti- 
vated distrust of their intentions. 
He blamed the majority of Russia's 
ills on the irresponsible liberalism 
governing our domestic affairs and 
on an asinine tendency toward ca- 
tering to the foreign Powers, a ten- 
deney which influenced the actions 
of our diplomats. 

Twenty-four hours after the fu- 
neral of his father, he announced 
a long series of swift reforms. Ev- 
erything and everybody were to be 
changed; Ministers, Ambassadors, 
methods, mentality. He com- 
menced by getting rid of Gen. Lo- 
ris-Melikoff and all other members 
of the Cabinet. Their successors 
were found outside the ranks of the 
courtiers, which created immedi- 
ate jealousies among the idle chat- 
terers of St. Petersburg. 

“The days of the darkest reaction 
are here,” said the  disconsolate 
leaders of a would-be republic, but 
the biographies of the new Min- 
isters gave the lie to this biased 
opinion. Prince Khilkoff, intrust- 
ed with the administration of rail- 
roads and highways, spent his ad- 
venturous youth in the United 
States working as a hired laborer 
in the mines of Pennsylvania. Prof. 
Vyshnegradsky enjoyed interna- 
tional recognitich for the originali- 
ty of his economic theories; his 
cleverness restored Russian fi- 
nances to a flourishing state and 
contributed largely to the industrial- 
ization of our rural empire. Gen. 
Vannovsky, the famous hero of the 
Russo-Turkish War, took charge 
of the army. Admiral Shestakoff, 
exiled by Alexander II because of 
his bitter criticism of the organiza- 
tion of our fleet, was recalled from 
Paris and made Minister of the 
Navy. Count Tolstoy, the new Min- 
ister of the Interior, was the first 
Russian administrator to realize 
that the prosperity of the peasant 
class should be considered the 
main care of the Imperial Govern- 
ment, Sergei Witte, a former mod- 
est employe of the Southwestern 
Railways and the future Prime 
Minister of Russia, likewise owed 
his meteoric rise to the farsight- 
edness of Alexander III, who nomi- 
nated him Under-Secretary of 
State, recognizing the unqestionable 
genius of this awkward, gaunt 
provincial. 


HE appointment of Count de 

Giers, a soft-spoken gentleman 

known for his lack of initiative, 
to the post of Minister of Foreign 
Affairs caused a certain amazement 
both at home and abroad. The 
Emperor chuckled. He would have 
preferred to be his own Minister 
of Foreign Affairs but as he had to 
have.a “dummy” in the Foreign 
Office, he decided to choose a 
faithful clerk who would be sure 
to follow the ideas of his master 
and who would be able to clothe 
the sometimes abrupt language 
of the Czar in -the  nice- 
ties of  .the high-mannered 
chancellories. The record of the 
following 13 years proved his wis- 
dom. No “brilliant international 
mind” and no “favorite of all the 
capitals of Europe” could have out- 
done timorous De Giers in the re- 
ligious execution of the Emperor's 
orders. For the first time in cen- 
turies Russia acquired a clear-cut 
international policy. 

His Cabinet formed and a plan 
of action worked out, Alexander III 
next turned toward the turbulent 
problem of the safety of the im- 
perial family. He solved it in the 
only logical way by moving his res- 
idence to the Palace of Gatchino. 


Thanks to the British Govern- 
ment, Alexander III was given 
an early opportunity of demon- 
strating the firmness of his inter- 
national policy. Less than a year 
after his ascession to the throne a 
grave incident took place on the 
Russo-Afghan border; prompted 
by the British, who viewed our 
progress in Turkestan with alarm, 
the Afghans invaded our territory 
in the neighborhood of the fortress 
Koushka. Gen. Komaroff, the com- 
mander of that military district, 
wired to the Emperor and asked 
for instructions. ‘“‘Drive them back 
and give them a sound thrashing,” 
came the answer from Gatchino. 
The Afghans were routed and pur- 
sued several miles beyond the bor- 
der, our Cossacks being anxious to 
catch the group of British instruc- 
tors who were able, however, to 
escape, owing to the superiority of 
their mounts. 

The Government of Her Britan- 
nic Majesty registered a “most 
strenuous protest” and demanded 
“apologies.” “We will do nothing 
of the kind,” said Alexander III, 
“and what is more, I shall bestow 
a decoration upon Gen. Komaroff. 
Nobody is permitted to invade our 
territory.” 

De Giers was trembling. 

‘Do you realize, your majesty, 
that it may mean war with En- 
giand?” 

“Even so.” 

Another threatening note arrived 
from London. This time the Czar 
ordered the mobilization of our 
Baltic fleet. A gesture of supreme 
courage, considering that the Brit- 
ish Navy outnumbered our sea 
forces by at least five to one. Sev- 
eral weeks passed. London became 
strangely silent and finally sug- 
gested appointing a special com- 
mission to settle the Russo-Afghan 
question. 

Europe began to look with dif- 
ferent eyes in the direction of Gat- 
chino. The young Russian Czar 
was obviously a person to be reck- 
oned with.

“We have just two allies in this 
world,” he used to repeat to his 
Ministers, “our army and our na- 
vy. Everybody else will turn on 
us on a second’s notice.” 


E expressed this cynical belief 
H his in a rather demonstra- 

tive form at a dinner given in 
the honor of the visiting Prince 
Nicholag of Montenegro and  at- 
tended by all the foreign Ambas- 
sadors. Raising his glass to drink 
the health of the guest, he deemed 
it advisable to explain his toast in 
the following words: “I am drink- 
ing the health of my friend, Nich- 
olas of Montenegro, who is the only 


stady surrounded by 


sincere and loyal friend posssessed 
by Russia outside our borders.” 

De Giers opened his mouth; the 
Ambassadors turned pale. The Lon- 
don Times next morning spoke of 
the “most amazing speech made 
by the Emperor of Russia upsetting 
all traditions of intercourse be- 
tween friendly countries.” 

While Europe was still debat- 
ing the consequences of the Koush- 
ka incident, the Czar came out 
with another declaration which 
made the Government of Her Bri- 
tannic Majesty question the au- 
thenticity of its St. Petersburg Am- 
bassadcr’s dispatch. Ignoring the 
provisions of the ignominious Peace 
Treaty of 1855, which forbade Rus- 
sia’s keeping a battle fleet in the 
Black Sea, Alexander III decided 
to launch several modern cruisers 
right in the same harbor of Sebas- 
topol where the victorious allies 
had humiliated our country during 
the Crimean War. He had chosen 
an extremely opportune moment 
for his action as with the possible 
exception of England no European 
Power felt inclined to threaten the 
Russian Empire. France was bit- 
ter against England for the latter's 
noncommittal attitude in the war 
of 1870-1871; Turkey remembered 
the lesson she received from us in 
1877-1878; Austria was being kept 
in check by Bismarck who dreamed 
of concluding a Russo-German Al- 
liance. The Iron Chancellor's pro- 
ject would have, no doubt, become 
a reality had it not been for the 
extreme dislike felt by Alexander 
III for the hysterical young Kaiser.

A Test of Parenthood 

OT every child is the all-around 
type that is so easy and atis- 
factory to bring up. There are 
many children who through some 
quirk of temverament, some spe- 
cial sensitiveness, must find their | 
way along a path their parents ~ 
never would have chcsen for them. 
With such children the posses- 
sion of some one talent often 
proves the means by which they - 
gain recognition. 

Others who possess few assets 
save a certain charm and gracious- 
ness of personality must employ 
such means as they can to make 
a place for themselves. 

The more difficulty a child has 
in putting itself over in the or- 
dinary contacts of life, in the sough 
and tumble of play or in the con- 
crete activities usual to his age the 
more important it is to deny him 
no outlet that will be of help to 
him. 

Often this requires a very great 
adjustment on the part of the par- 
ent, who usually has definite 
wishes and prejudices in relation 
to what a child of his should chink 
and do. 

A 17-year-old girl whose imagina- 
clon was much occupied with fan- 
tasies of fairies and angels, who 
constantly asked questions «bout 
God and heaven, expressed a de- 
sire to go to church. 

Since both parents were without 
sympathy for religion, they could 
not bring themselves to grant ter 
request until it became clear that 
it was the efpression of an 2:mo- 
tional need for which it was anfair 
and unwise to deny her satisfac- 
tion. 

The ability to meet the child on 
his own level, to open for him all 
doors that may help him find his 
way regardless of our own pref- 
erences, is a real tegt of parent- 
hood.
